CORSICANA IS THREATENED 


WITH FIRE RECORD PENALTY 


UNLESS LOSSES CURTAILED 


Corsicana's fire losses for the 


first ten months of 1930 approxi- 
mate $100,000 according to figures 
compiled by the fire insurance de- 
partment of the State Insurance 
Commission from the reports of 
the fire marshal!, with . the two 
months that are usually heaviest 
normally yet to be reported on 
the record for this year. 
In a letter to Mayor R. L. 
Wheelock, Fire Insurance Com- 
missioner J. W, DeWeese 
urged 


every possible precaution both by 
the city (officials and by the citi- 
zens of Corsicana during the re- 
maining weeks of the year, inti- 
mating that if the losses continue 
at the same rate for the entire 
year as they did for ten months 
that Corsicana would very likely 
be penalized on its rate during 
the coming year, and would lose 
a portion or all of its present six 
per cent fire record credit.

THE BIGHT SORT OF SEDATIVE 


The Famou*

Nerves 


Infanta have less nervous con- 


trol than adults. Infant races have 
less emotional control than older 
races. A child coming down with 
the scarlet fever or other acute 
infection often goes into convul- 
sions, showing the great suscepti- 
bility of his nervous system to the 
poison. A child also has less emo- 
tional control than an adult, as 
shown by the ease with which 
he is thrown into a rage or is ter- 
rorized by fear. 
The explanation for this nervous 


phenomenon in infant races and 
infant children lies in the actual 
structure of the nervous system. 
The brain of the child and of the 
savage has 
fewer 
convolutions 


(folds) and therefore less shelf 
space for stacking away the prec- 
ious brain cells that carry ner- 
vous control. 
As the child grows older the 


folds in his brain become deeper, 
and he tends to act in a less un- 
controlled babyish 
fashion. 
The 


same extra space given to nerve 
control spares the older child the 
distressing 
phenomenon 
of con- 


vusions. 
. 
Like any other faculty of the 


body, the control faculty grows by 
use. If not exercised, it is not so 
ready when emergency arises. The 
man who meets a situation with 
hims*f well in hand is stronger 
for tfcl next situation. 
The man who must resort to 


drugs to steady his nerves during 
a trying ordeal, whether it be an 
interview, a decision to be arrived 
at in solitude, or a family alter- 
cation, is depriving himself to 
just that extent of the opportunity 
for self development. 
I -would rather be able to calm 


myself when sorely tried than to 
be dependent on the services of 
kind friends who would soothe me 


by chafing my hands and feet, and 
giving me smelling salts. I would 
rather calm my nerves by a little 
sense of .humor, or a sense of per- 
spective, or a marshalling of my 
wits to grasp the situation in its 
entirety, than to deaden my senses 
to the situation by an appeal to 
Bacchus or to My Lady Nicotine. 


It is a fact of common observa- 


tion that girls are older than boys 
of the same age. Kipling stated 
the same truth somewhat 
differ- 


enly when he said that the female 
of the species is deadlier than the 
male. I am not sure that woman 
will maintain her advantage if she 
comq- to dopeiM on drugs as a 
source of tranquillty, instead of 
u..ing her own wits to that end. 
When our boys—far from ma- 


turity—were exposed, to the hor- 
rors of combat in the Great War, 
it seemed to my medical mind 
that the sedative 
effect of the 


cigarette was 
a 
remedial and 


nerve sparing measure. 
But are we to look upon our 


daily, normal life as 
something 


tqo difficult for our undeveloped 
faculties; or are we to tackle our 
problems with the steadiness of 
nerve that comes from true ma- 
turity in cerebral control?

No names are placed on 
file except those who have resided 
(n Corsicana for several months 
and may be counted permanent 
residents. 


"While our situation is not com- 


parable to the conditions that exist 
in the largo manufacturing cen- 
ters of the north and east, there 
are 
several hundred people 
In 


Corsicana who need employment 
to carry them through the winter 
months without undue 
suffering 


and 
without 
becoming 
public 


charges," Ted B. Ferguson, chair- 
man of the industrial committee 
said Monday. 


"But in order .to assist these 


people, we must have jobs. 
We 


believe that the citizens of Corsi- 
cana can care for the situation 
adequately if they will look about 
their homes and 
do the 
small 
tasks that have 
been 
delayed 


from time to time, such as clean- 
ing 
up 
back 
yards, repairing 


fences, sidewalks, cleaning off va- 
cant lots, and other work that 
does not require the attention of 
a skilled craftsman," Mr. Fergu- 
son continued.

Four or five 1'amllies near the 
dam were 
marooned, but they 


were rescued without great dis- 
comfort. 
A section of the Southern Paci- 


fic railway track, which crosses 
the river near the clam, was wash- 
,ed out, but had been repaired and 
trains were running on schedule 
'today. 
. The lake above the dam was 
approximately two miles wide and 
nine' miles long, and the bulk of 
the water had flowed through the 
opening in the dam. The river 
•was reported subsiding all along 
the distance to.Nueces Bay, near 
Corpus Christ!, were it empties. 
The break occurred in the north 


end abutment, which, apparently 
•was undermined, causing .the con- 
crete structure on that side to give 
way.

Corpus Christ!, for whom Lake 
Lovenskiold was named, said a 
court of inquiry would be organ- 
ized as quickly as possible and 
consulting 
engineers 
would bo 


called in. 
Early today,' the water level of 
the lake had fallen six feet and 
the stream was rushing through 
the gap in the dam with great 
force. An approach to the south- 
ern Pacific railway bridge at La 
Fruita was washed out and high- 
way disrupted. 


City officilas expressed the opin- 


ion that the crest of the flood 
would be high enough to keep deb- 
ris in the well of water 
from 


damaging intake pipes of the oily 
water supply system, upon which 
more than 50,000 persons depend 
for water. 


Reports form Fort Worth quot- 
ed S. W. Freesc and Marvin C. 
Nichols, who with John B. Haw- 
ley comprised the firm which sup- 
ervised construction of the dam, 
as advancing the theory that a 
slight shifting of earth's surface 
may have caused the break. They 
scouted a suggestion that dyna- 
mite may have been used.

(Continue'i from Page 3) 
out the State this year the great- 
est number of fires that have oc- 
curred appear to have been In 
residences, and we believe that 
this is a problem that each town 
and city should attempt to solve. 
It occurs to this Department that 
there are entirely too many resi- 
dence fires, and that with suffi- 
cient caution and perhaps better 
underwriting, a great 
many of 


these fires can be eliminated. 
"Corsicana received a 3 per cent 


good fire record credit in 1928 
and 1929. This year Corsicana is 
receiving a 6 per cent good fire 
record credit. Your fire loss for 
1928 
appears to be $41,846.90 and 


$60.637.68 for 1929. With the two 
last months yet to be accounted 
for it appears that you are more 
than likely to receive a penalty 
for next year. However, this is a 
matter that will be determined at 
a later date. 
"We realize that you have been 
doing some good work this year 
in trying to bring about a reduc- 
tion of the fire loss in your city, 
and we sincerely trust that you 
will continue to receive the co- 
operation of your business men 
and women and by doing so they 


I will render a' great service to their 
community.
